ClAIRO.  Nov.  17  I/P). — The  British  Eighth  Army  has  cap- 
j lured  Derna  and  El  Mechili.  narrowing  the  enemy-heid 
gap  of  Libya  and  Tunisia  to  900  miles,  but  pursuit  of  the 
disorganized  Axis  army  was  slowed  today  by  bad  weather  and. 
sharp  rear-guard  actions. 

The  surviving  Germans  and  Italians  in  North  Africa  in 
effect  were  hemmed  in  by  three  great  Allied  forces,  at  least  two 
of  which  were  closing  the  jaws  of  a trap.

of  Monrovia.  Liberia,  gave  the  first  'hint  that  the  strategic 
Vichy  naval  base  of  Dakar  has  begun  negotiations  looking  to- 
ward capitulation  to  American-British  forces. 

The  dispatch  said  a military  mission  from  Dakar  is  en  route 
to  Allied-occupied  North  Africa.
